lt would be the height ot folly tu 
deny pne tact or potency of the quer 
ovil. uot Kt is equally foulish and il- 
logical to condemn all who use in- 
toxicating liquors as enemies ot 
society. Temperance advocates are 
weary of quoting the famous utter- 
ances of the late W. Bb. Gladstone and 


Celonel kh. G. Ingersoll, easily the 
most famous orators of their time, 
whese denunciations of the evils ot 


intoxicating liquors rank amonget the 
inost eloquent and logical in the 
whole gamut of English and American 
temperance lilérature, But how sel 
dom is the tact ever admitted uray 
Gladstone, lngersoil, Tennyson, et at 
used intoxicating liquors in modera 
tion; who represent a large army | 
higuly respectable, moral and intel- 
lectual peopie, who claim the right 
to the use of it in their homes, It is 
ibe duty of every one to settle this 
question for themselves; and so long 
as a vaet majority of the community 
claim the right to use it; and so long 
as a majority of those who use it con- 
unue to do so in moderation, prohibi 
Uion js at one and the same time both 
impossible and unjust. 

For fitty years the State of Maine 
has been experimenting with prohibi- 
tion, which has been proven such jan 
acknowledged fatlure vbat within She 
last few months it has been voted 
down and out. 

Prohibition vs. Regulation, 

li is generally acknowledged thay 
the only solution of che liquor pro- 
bicm is either prohibition or regula 
tion. In view of the fact that for 
the preseit the former is impossible, 
it imbent upon the community 


to wisely and carefully consider the 
best system of regulation; and = in 
order to do so it might be profitabic 


to contemplate the success of existing 
systems betore iaunching upon new 
and chimerical ones, ; 
Hefore entering upon a discussion ot 
the Gothenburg system, it might be 
interesting to quote a sentence froim 
an address delivered by Dr. Salew 
Bland, professor of church history in 
Wesley College, Winnipeg, before (he 
Methodist Conterence recently held in 
Calgary. In that address, as report- 
ed by the Calgary Morning Albertan 
of June 2nd, Dr. Bland said: “They 
«the ehurches) cry against intemper- 
ance and the use of alcohol.

The Gothenburg System. 
A recognition of this obvious fact, 


as well as a right perception of the 
pseeychological and economic causes 
which are the fundamentals of the 


liquor business, makes a study of re- 
strictive legislation more easy -an@ 
profitable, In other words, as the 
real incentive of the liquor business 
is its profits, it must be obvious that 
any system which can extract this 
sting from this economic and social 
viper, should prove successful in ar 
resting its ravages and stimulating a 
desire for more temperate habits. A 
gtudy of the “Gothenbung System’ at 
applied in Norway and Sweden clearly 
demonstrates that this effect has beer 
produced, 

The Gothenburg system has been in 
operation for half a century with such 
eminently successful results that Nor- 
way is recognized today as the most 
temperate nation amongst the civi'iz- 
ed races; the second place on the list 
belonging to Russia, where the whole 
liquor business is administered as a 
State monopoly. 

The Gothenburg System jis s0 nam- 
ed from the fact that it was first 
adopted in Gothenburg, about the 
year 1855, which was made popular by 
Peter Wieselgren, dean of Gothen- 
burg. It appears, however, to have 
been adopted as an experiment, as 
earlyus 1860, at Palun, and = shortly 
afterwards at Jonkaping, which = ex- 
amples on a small scale subsequently 
suggested the “company” system to 
the framers of the Act of 1855. 

“Bolags” and “Samlags.” 

The original act of 1855 gave to ev- 
ery commune the power to decide 
with regard to both the bar ('on") 
and retail (‘off’) sale; not only in 
what manner and within what limits 
the trade should be carried on, but 
also whether it might take place at 
all ,within its jurisdiction, The right 
was also accorded for the disposal of 
the licenses by public auction, all the 
profits therefrom, exceeding six or 
seven per cent,, being chuimef by the 
stute, county and municipality. 

Obvious evils arising from chis sys- 
tem, in 1865 twenty highly respect- 
able firms and private individuals 
formed a “Bolag,” or company, which 
took over the business, with the un- 
derstanding that the shareholders 
should not derive the slightest profit 
from the concern, beyond the ordinary 
rate of interest for the capitel invest- 
ed; but that all profite accruing there- 
from should be devoted to the wel- 
fare of the working classes, or trans- 
mitted to the tawn treasury, 

In the year 1871 ‘Samlags” were 
introduced into Norway along simi- 
lar lines to those of the Bolags in 
Sweden, beginning where the latter 
left off, which expressly provided that 
the net profits of the Samlags should 
be devoted to objects of public utility; 
which was interpreted to mean ob- 
jects which the municipality ia net, by 
law already obliged to support 

In the year 1895 another change 
was considered advisable whereby the 
profits were divided as follows: 66 
per cent. goes to the state legislature, 
the employment of which is deter- 
mined by the legislature and supposed 
to be applied to old age pensions; 16 
per cent. goes to the municipality in 
lieu of the much larger licens fees, 
but now abolished; while the balance 
of 20 per cent, is retained by the 
“Samlags” and appropriaited by them 
to abstinence and other societies, in 
the public interest, 

Regulation and Local Option. 

It is important at this point to ob- 
serve that, in addition to the estab- 
lishment of Bolags and Samlags the 
act gives power to the electorate of 
local option, which In many large ru- 
ra) ureas is made use of, and where 
prohibition, so far as spirituous liquors 
are concerved is an accomplished fact,

fact that commercial treaties and in- 
ternational customs regulations make 
its suppression a difficud matter, It 
dwes not alter the fact, hawever, that 
since the introduction of the Gothen- 
burg system during the first eighteer 
years, the consumption of spirituous 
liquors decreased in Bergen, Norway, 
41.9 per cont, 

Advantages and Disadvantages. 

In a short article like this it is im- 
possible to deal with every phase of 
the question ,a8 one could wish and 
which it deserves. But there are u few 
outstanding facts, which in conclusion 
are especially worthy of consideration. 
So far as the principle has been ap- 
plied it has not only retained the sup- 
port of popular opinion, but what is 
more important it has been an un- 
questionable sucggss, and in every way 
superior to the system of regulation 
as applied in Engjand, Canada or the 
Uniged States, inasmuch as having el-

and party ends. 

4.-—The local option and early clos- 
ing vestrictions of the Gothenburg 
system are also commendable features
